Sixty-four varieties of Barley were compared at the Wisconsin station last season, and a co-operative test of Oderbrucker Barley, was 
carried on by members of the Wisconsin Experiment Association. At the station the beardless, hulless, and two rowed Barleys showed 
weakness of straw and did not fill out well. The best yields of grain were produced by Salzer’s Silver King, Manshury and Oderbrucker, the 
yields being 61.5, 60.6 and 60.1 bushels per acre respectively.

This new barley was introduced by the Wisconsin Experimental Station. 

Mandscheuri is an improved strain of Manshury, but makes a stronger growth, has a 
plumper berry, and usually yields 10 to 15 bushels more per acre.
